can destroy more souls than we 
save, by making the wrong 
application. So, we ate advised 
to ‘‘Study to shew thyself 
approved unto God, a workman 
that needeth not. to be 
ashamed. rightly dividing the 
word of truth.” If Timothy 
2:15. 


I recommend and endorse the 
six-point system recommended 
by the Sunday School 
Department and, if followed, 
will be a blessing to the Sunday 
School Department and Church. 


I believe the Sunday School is 
the TRAINING CENTER OF 
-THE CHURCH, for from the 
Sunday School Department 
workers are trained. Many of our 
great workers are products of 
she Sunday School. For this 
cause it is necessary that each 
shurch school be equipped with 
in efficient staff. 


{n order for us to be successful 
leaders we must know where we 
are going and, how to safely get 
there. Teaching requires more 
than an education: not only 
must we know, but we must 
know how to impart to others 
the things we know, if we are to 
be good teachers. 


The word of God will settle all 
of our questions if we will give 
them prayerful and serious 
study, for we should not only 
know what the bible says, but 
we should know what it is 
saying. In St. Matthew 9:12-13 
Jesus said, ” ...They that be 
whole need not a physician, but 
they that are sick,” then He said, 
?..g0° and learn what that 
meaneth,...” This is proof that 
sometimes we need to know 
more than that which the bible 
says; we also need to know what 
it is saying. 


As we attempt to deal with this 
subject, ““The Teacher And His 
Class,” let us not look into the 
schools and colleges for the 
teachers and classes, for from 
the earliest of time God heid the 
head of the house responsible 
for the training of the children. 
Parents should be their 
children’s-first teacher. 


In Genesis 18:17-19 God said, 
” Shall I hide from Abraham 
that thing which I do; Seeing 
that Abraham shall surely 
become a great and mighty 
nation, and all the nations of the 
earth shall be blessed in him? 
For I know him that he will 
command his children and his 
household after him, and they 
shall keep the way of the Lord 
to do justice and judgment; that 
the Lord may bring upon 
Abraham that which he hath 
spoken of him”’ (that is to say: 
“promised’’); and for this cause 
Proverbs 22:6 says to all 
parents: “Train up a child in the 
way he should go: and when he 
is old, he will not depart from 
its: 


Just as the teachers were taught 
before they could teach, God 
has provided a system by which 
all parents and members can be 
taught. Jeremiah 3:15. says, 
“And I will giye you pastors 
according to mine heart, which 
shall feed you with knowledge 
and understanding.’’ Good 
singing and shouting stirs our 
emotions and is good, for the 
bible says, Proverbs 17:22, “A 
merry heart doeth good like a 


medicine: but a broken spirit 
drieth the bones;” yet nothing’ 
takes the place of understanding. 


In St. Matthew 11:28 we havea 
universal invitation to come to 
school; for Jesus, the Teacher, 
invites all to come and learn of 
Him. This is the main purpose of 
the Sunday School: it is to teach 
the class about the plan of 
salvation that God has provided 
for fallen man, through His Son. 
And if we follow the example 
set by Jesus, we would have no 
trouble building our Sunday 
School or our Church 
attendance. ; 


St. Luke 4:16 says, “And he 
eame to Nazareth, where he had 
been brought up: and, as his 
custom was, he went into the 
synagogue on the Sabbath Day, 
and stood up for to read.” This 
was a regular habit of Jesus: 
every Sabbath he made His way 
to the House of God to read, to 
hear, and to teach the Word of 
God; and as disciples of Christ, 
we too should be found in the 
House of God, taking an active 
part in bible study, every Lord’s 
Day. 


Jesus was a Master Teacher. His 
teaching ability was known from 
one end of the land of Israel to 
the other (and He yet holds the 
belt as the world’s greatest 
Teacher). Nicodemus heard 
about this Master Teacher and 
seemed to have considered Him 
as the Dean of all teachers, and 
in a class by Himself. 


St. John 3:1-3-says, “There was 
a man of the Pharisees, named 
Nicodemus; a ruler of the Jews: 
The same came to Jesus by 
night, and said unto him, Rabbi, 
we know that thou art a teacher 
come from God: for no man can 
do these miracles that thou 
doest, except God be with Him. 
Jesus answered and said unto 
him, Verily, I say unto thee, 
except a man be born again, he 
cannot see the kingdom of 
God.’’ Nicodemus recognized 
Jesus as a Teacher. He knew that 
He was not a member of any of 
their graduating classes, so he 
said, ““Thou art a Teacher come 
from God.” His conclusion was: 
“You are a miracle teacher; and 
textbook is called ‘Faith’.” 


Nicodemus knew of the miracle 
in Cana of Galilee when, after 
the old wine gave out, Jesus 


_ turned the water to wine, which 


signified the end of the old 


. dispensation. His turning the 


water to wine also signified that 
the new- dispensation is a 
spiritual dispensation and, it is 
better than the old for,’...In 
these last days’ God hath 
“Spoken to us by His Son.” 
Hebrew 1:1-2. 


Nicodemus went to see this 
Teacher one night (you could 
call it a “‘night class”), and in 
one lesson he learned that 
although he was a Master in 
Israel, he was a student under 
this Master Teacher. When Jesus 
said, ““Ye must be born again,” 
Nicodemus was puzzled and 
asked, “How can these things 
be?Can I enter again the second 
time into my mother’s womb 
and bee born? Jesus let him 
know that if this were possible, 
he would yet need to be born 
again, for “That which is flesh is 
flesh, and that which is born of 
spirit is spirit.” 
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The spiritual birth cannot be 
accomplished through anatural 
birth, nor can if be explained to 
the natural mind, for Jesus said, 
*? It is like the wind.” Jesus put 
him in the “‘wind”’ class, saying, 
“You hear the wind, you can 
feel and see its effects, but you 
cannot see the wind.” We feel 
the wind blowing in our faces; 
we see the trees shaking, and we 
know the wind is blowing: so we 
also Know when one is born into 
the kingdom of God because 
Paul said, “If any man be in 
Christ he is a new creature, old 
things are passed away, behold 
ali things are become new.” 


Not only could He teach men 
how to become new creatures, 
but He puzzled His disciples out 
on the stormy sea, when one of 
His students said to Him, 
“Master, do you care if we 
perish?? When this Master 
Teacher spoke to the raging 
wind in wind language, and said 
“Peace”? - and spoke to the 
troubled waters in water 
language, “‘Be still’’ - both heard 
and obeyed Him. He can speak 
peace to your troubled heart. If 
your heart is heavy and your 
load is hard to bear; and the 
storm of life is raging; call the 
Master of the sea and say, “Lord 
deliver me.”’ 


Peter called Him when he was 
sinking and, He saved him from 
sinking beneath the billows of 
the sea. If you feel like giving up 
-- before you do -- have a 
conference with My Friend: He 
will take your hand and will 
whisper in your ear and say, 
“Lo, 1 am with you always, even 
to.the end. of the world.” 


You never get too old to be 
taught, for John did not learn 
the mystery of the seven stars 
and the seven golden 
candlesticks until he was oid, 
and exiled to the Isle of Patmos. 
Regardless of how deep you are 
in sin, my Teacher will show you 
the way out.

invalid,

(Their purpose, verse 12, for the 
perfecting of the saints, for the 
work of the ministry, for the 
edifying of the body of 
Christ. Those who come to the 
Church 
problem could be perfected to 
Christian standard, through 
edification of God’s word, for 
the work of the Kingdom of 
Heaven and the building of the 
body of Christ. Christ taught the 
enemy of the Church was 
Matthew 13:38-39, the enemy 
that sowed them is the devil, etc. 
In this parable Jesus was 
teaching the children of the devil 
would enter the physical Church 
pretending to be children of 
God, but in reality they are the 
children of the devil. From these 
type of people the Church is 
criticized and fought and many 


have died. Jesus taught another ° 


parable, St. Matthew 13:47, 
Again the Kingdom of Heaven is 
Like a net that was cast into the 
sea, and gather of every kind. 
Jesus is saying the outreach of 
the Church is for all kinds of 
people. If you can understand 
this you will not frown at the 
traffie passing through the 
Chureh today, verse 48, Which, 
when. it.was.full they drew io 
shore, and sat down, and gather 
the good into vessels, but case 
the bad away. 


Those who are not pure in heart 
and a servant of Truth will be 
cast away from the Church by 
the order of Jesus (verse 41) 
Christ and his angels will do the 
separation of the wrong in the 
Church and not you. Remember 
as Jacob said, the meeting place 
of man with God is the gateway 
to Heaven. Christ spoke of the 
stability of the Church in. the 
world around its enemies St. 
Matthew 16:18, The gates of 
Hell shall not prevail against it, 
ete. The door of the Church 
remains open to you. 
Revelations 3:8, I have (Jesus 
Christ) set before thee an open 
door and no man can shut it, 
etc. Man may shut the Physical 
Church doors, but no man can 
shut the door of the Spiritual 
Church from you. Revelations 
3:20, Behold I stand at the door 
(your heart) and knock; If any 
man hear my voice (or my word) 
and open the door (or your 
heart by faith in Jesus) I will 
come in to him (the spirit of 
Christ) and will sup with him, 
(or reveal my Father’s will to 
him) and he with me, (or ask me 
what they will.) The hope of the 
world is through the Church, in 
which Christ Jesus is the head. 


Those who complain about the 
Church are not wise; Be not 
deceived, God is not mocked, 
whatsoever a man sow, that shall 
he also reap — stay with the 
Church. Amensy
